GRANITE CITY — Unhappy with"the latest rate 
hike by Cencom Cable Television, area mayors are 
looking into starting their own cable system. 

Mayor Von Dee Cruse of Granite ow. Mayor 
John Bellcoff of Madison, Mayor Tyrone Echols of 
Venice and Mayor Glen Wilson of Pontoon Beach 
agreed last week to study formation of a commu- 
nity cable television company based in Granite 
City. : 

. Cencom recently announced it was raising its 
basic cable rate from $17.95 to, $20.45 a month 
effective Jan. 1. 

According to Bellcoff, this means the cable rate 
in the area has increased about 150 percent in the 
past six years. At his urging, the mayors got 
together to discuss alternatives to Cencom. 

In a statement to the Madison City Council on 
Tuesday, Belicoff said one of the options is to form 
a co-op between the cities. - 

“Even though we have a franchise agreement 
with Cencom, it is not exclusive,” Bellcoff said. 
re (We) can provide either cable or satellite ser- 

es to our residents at a reduced rate and still 
-share the profits, based on our subscribers.”

Mike Macek, Bellcoff's adviser, was part of an 
unsuccessful effort in Madison several years ago 
to build its own cable television system. According 
to Macek, at that time it was only going to cost 
Madison about $200,000 and was going to make a 
profit immediately. :

Pontoon Beach, Venice and Maryville have yet 
to turn in the agreements, said ‘Terry Ford, chair- 
man of the 911 committee. 


In-the agreements, each municipality promises 
to either purchase the needed equipment to serve 
asa public safety answering point (PSAP), or 
make arrangemenis another PSAP to provide 
the service for its area. 3 . 

Ford said Pontoon Beach is striving _to ‘purchase 
equipment required to be a PSAP, but neither 
Maryville nor Venice has given any indication. 
about its intentions. 


PSAP equipment includes a backup generator 
and a. dictaphone: recorder at a cost of between 
$4,000 and $40,000, Ford said. y 

In all, 13 communities have agreed to serves as. 
PSAPs, including Granite City. 

The 911 system is expected to be placed in use 
in December 1991 for—aH county residents. Only 
Edwardsville and Highland have the service.

=. CASEYVILLE — The village of Caseyville 
may take steps to bring about the closing of 
Herr Funeral Home there because the vil- 
“lage and Bob Herr, one of the owners of the 
fi home, are at odds. 

The disagreement is over sewer problems_ 
and the*purchase of a business license. The 
sewer problems have cost Herr an estimated 
$27,000 in cleanup costs that he wants the 
village to Rey. 

Village Mayor Pat Watkins said the busi- 
ness is in violation of city ordinance, due to 
refusing to purchase a business license. 

She also stated that Herr should have 
brought his complaints to the previous 
administration, since the problems occurred 
when George Chance served as mayor. 

An informal meeting was held Monday 
night between several village trustees and 
Herr to discuss the matter of the delinquent 

yment for the business license and prob- 
lems Herr has had with sewage flooding his 
establishment. 

Two separate incidents of raw sewage 
backing up into Herr’s basement after heavy 
rains are at the heart of the dispute. 

Herr said the village should take responsi- 
bility for the village sewer system backing 
up and should reimburse him for part of his 
expenses : 

Herr said that, at the time, a village work- 
er had told him that ‘viHage insurance would 
cover the costs of repair. 5 

The backups occurred in 1985 and 1988. 
Both times, Herr said, raw liquefied feces 
and other sewage were dumped into his 
basement. 

“*The.second time was so much worse than 
the first because we had a visitation going 
on at the time. I hate to bring this up 
because I don’t want to bring back unpleas- 
ant memories for the family that suffered 
through that ordeal,”’ said Herr. 

The problem was not contained in the 
basement in 1988. Herr said liquefied feces 

. Came spewing out of the drinking foun- 
tains and gushing from the toilets. When I 
arrived, I found several family members 
outside vomiting from the awful stench."' 

“I'm lucky I didn’t get sued (by the fami- 





~ ly) that time. What I haven't heard 
addressed at this meeting is how you are 
going to stop this problem from happening 
again. You haven't even talked about that,” 
Herr said. 
Trustee Jim Bivens said the-village had 
spent more than $13,000 to repair-sewer lines 
that became overtaxed by heavy rains. “We 


made the only. corrections we knew how to- 


make at the time. I bet you wish you had 
gotten a guarantee after the first time, too,"’ 
Bivens said. . 

Herr said he accepts part of the blame for 
allowing the matter to go on as long as it 
has. He said he had accepted the word of a 
village employee that the village insurance 
policy would cover his cleanup costs. 

‘Just because I give you my personal 
guarantee that I'll do ‘something, even 


though I’m a trustee and have a vote on the 
council, is not the same thing as obligating 
this village to financially ‘reimburse you,” 
said Trustee Larry Goodrich. 

“Basically, what I

Widow’s benefits outweigh | 
benefits from current job 


By Bill Hunot 
Social Security Administration 


Q. I am 70 years old and werk 
full time. I get some of my 
Social Security based on my 
work and some based on my late 
husband’s work. I thought. if I 
worked full time my Social Secu- 
rity would increase, but it 
hasn't. Why is this? 

* A. Even though you qualify for 
Social Sec widow's benefits 
and for its ‘based on your 
own work, the amount of your 
_monthly check is based only on 
“your late husband’s earnings. 
Your additional work can’t 
increase your Social Security 
check. The only ‘way your earn- 
ings could heip you is if you 
earn enough to build up your 
own Social Security to more than 


you get now as a widow. Then’ 


you could switch from. widow’s 
benefits to your own retirement 
benefits. 

Q. My wife is a Canadian citi- 
zen but has lived in the United 
States for the last three years 
She draws benefits in this’ coun. 
ry, based on my Social Security. 
Is: it true that she will have to 
wait until she has been in the 
United States for five years 
before her Medicare can start? 

A. Her Medicare Hospital 
(Part A) and Medical Insurance 
(Part B) can start the month 
she tufns age 65. In.some situa- 
tions there is a requirement that 
a.person live in.the United 
States for five years before they 
qualify for Part B of Medicare. 
However, people like your wife 
who also qualify for monthly 
Social Security benefits do not 
have to meet the residency 
requirement for Médicare. 

Q. Since I was on active mili- 
tary service from 1943 to 1946, 
should I have gotten credit for 
that service when I started 
drawing my railroad retirement? 

A. Only the people at the Rail- 
road Retirement Board (RRB) 
ean answer that question, Their 
rules on crediting military ser- 
vice may be different than 
Social Security’s rules. Write or 
visit the RRB at their new office 
at the Robert A. Young Federal. 
Building, 1222 Spruce, Room 
1-213, St. Louis, Mo. 63103, or 
call ‘the office at 539-6220. The 


office handles all of the RRB* 


business for the St. Louis area, 
including the Metro East 

Q. My wife and disabled son 
get checks based on my Social 
Security. Why is her benefit only 


about-one-third of—mine—instead- 


of the half we were.expecting? 
A. Generally, unless she 
earned a higher Social Security 
benefit through her own work, 'a 
wife receives benefits based on 
half of her husband’s retirement 


benefit. - 

But a wife can receive less 
than half of her husband's nor- 
mal benefit if she takes benefits 
before. age 65 or if the family 
maximum. rule_is_ involved, 
which is the reason in your case. 

There is_a maximum total 
Social Security benefit fam- 
ily can receive bas on your 
pre-retirement earnings. If your 
wife and son éach were pune 
benefits based on half ‘of 
Social Security the total amount 
paid to your family would be 
more than the maximum 
allowed. So each of their benefits 
must be reduced to bring pay- 
ments down to the maximum. 

Q. I will be 62 in April. Can I 
apply for Social Security benefits 
through the mail. I have an 
invalid mother who cannot be 
left alone? 

A. You can apply over the 
Phone and through the mail. 
About half of Social Security 
business now is conducted that 
way. Call Social Security about 
the middle of February to start 
the application process. In the 
meantime you can get a benefit 
éstimate and find out what docu- 
ments—like your birth certifi- 
cate—will be needed when you 
apply. Calf 800-234-5772: 

Q. My wife and I draw Social 
Security benefits. How much 
income. can we have before we 
have to start paying income tax 
on our Social Security benefits? 

A. You and your wife, filing a 
joint income tax return, can 
have income up to $32,000 a.year 
and still get-your Social Security 
benefits tax-free. Your adjusted 
gross income (as defined by the 
IRS), tax. exempt, interest and 
Half of your Social Security ben- 
efits are included in the defihi- 
tion of income for this law: 

If your income is more than 
$32,000 some of your benefits, 
but not more than half, will be 
subject to federal income tax. 

The rules are different. for 
married people who file separate 
returns. For more information 
about this provision refer to IRS 
Publication 915, Tax Information 
on Secial Security Benefits. You 
also can get information about 
any income tax rufe by calling 
the IRS at 342-1040. 

Q. I am a railroad retiree. I 
have Medicare A and B through 
the Railroad Retirement Board 
(RRB). I am covered primarily 
by a group. plan where, my wife 
is employe After the grou 
plan pays, what is Medicare’ 
responsi itty? 

A. Medicare is the same for 
RRB as it is for Social Security 
recipients. Medicare will be your 
secondary insurance because you 
are covered by your spouse’s 
employer group health: plan 


({EGHP). After she retires, 
“though, Medicare will be' the pri- 
mary payer. a 

While Medicare is the second: 
ary payer it will pay the differ- 

ence between your EGHP’s rea- 
sonable cuaree. wi and the EGHP 
reimbursement as long as that is 
not more than Medicare would 
have paid as primary payer. 

For example, let's say that 
your EGHP ys 80 percent of 
what it consi reasonable for 
a visit to the doctor. Medicare 
usually will pay the other 20 per- 
cent of the EGHP’s reasonable 
charge. 

*@. My husband is on Social 
Security disability. We aré 
adopting a 4-year-old child in 
eight months. Should we apply 
for benefits for her thén or 
should we wait until the adoption 
is final? The child is our grand- 


, child and she will be totally 


dependent on us for support. 

A. Under usual circumstances 
the child cannot be entitled to 
benefits before the adoption. is 
final. However, there is an 
exception for grandchildren. If 
both of the child's parents are 
deceased or disabled, an earlier 
date of eligibility for your grand- 
child might be possible. For 
more information call Social 
Security at 800-234-5772. 

Q. I turn age 70 this year. 
How much can I, earn and still 
get Social Security. Is there no 
limit on wages for the whole 
year or just for the time after 
age 70? 

‘A. You will get all your Social 
Security benefits beginning with 
the month you turn 70 no matter 
how much you earn either before 
or after that month. But if you 
want all of your Social Security 
for the: whole year—even the 
months before you turn 70—you 
can’t earn more than $9,380 in 
the months before your 70th 
birthday. If you earn above that 
amount, $1 will be deducted 
from your benefits for every $3 
you earn above the jimit. Money 
you earn during or. after the 
month you turn age 70 does not 
count. 

It works a little differently for 
self-employed people since it is 
hard to determine’ how much 
self-employment . income is 
earned in an individual month 
Social Security usually considers 
you to have earned oné-twelfth 
of your net earnings, in each 
month of the year you turn age 
70. So if you turn 70 halfway 
through the year, half of your 
self-employment will .be consid- 
ered earned before 70.
